The application has been amended as follows: 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 34 and 38 
directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 34 and 38 have been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 18-33, 35-37, and 39-81 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 18, 
39, 58 and 66, the claims recite the step of forming liquid aerosol droplets into a continuous gas 
stream by using an ultrasonic nebulizer. Zimmermann teaches a process for preparing 
microspheres comprising an ionically crosslinked polymer by forming liquid aerosol droplets 
into a gas stream comprising compressed air and the droplets by using a nozzle. Kyekyoon et al. 
teaches a method of producing a stream of liquid that is broken into droplets by an acoustic-type 
wave. Therefore, neither reference teaches the inventive step of using an ultrasonic nebulizer to 
form a continuous gas stream and transferring the gas stream into a gelling solution.
